Tho question is readily an- 
swered. Untold herds of cattle by hundreds 
of thousands roam over the ranches of Texas, 
t^ew Mexico, Colorado and California, of the 
Lhe" descendants of the original 
Spanish 


importations into Mexico from Spain In the 
sixteenth century. Ranging over (lie vast 
plains aud pampas of that mild climate, they 
increased 
multitudinonsly. Tevas became 


full of lliein, N'ew Mexico also; and since the 
incorporation of these countries with ours, un- 
couth and ragged as they wore in their wild 
condition, those cattle have been brought 
under the subjection of civilized utockuicu, 
arranged into herdsv branded with the marks 
of their owner*, and at marketable ago driven 
through tho Indian territory Into Kansas, and 
thence to Mls.souri and Chicago markets, 
either for immediate slaughter, tts their con- 
ditions would afford, or sold to the giazors 
and feeders foralwtter market eastward. 
These wild cattle are unfit for choice beef, but 
thecovv.s, dossed on their ranches by Short- 
horn bulls, produce tolerably good steers, oar- 
taking strongly of the blood and forms of 
their sires, and become marketable animals, 
with good pasturage and spam toppiug-o1T in 
the hands of tho corn-growing- i,ifl/lers who 
purchased them. 


The madlim up ut cattle in tho west and 


southwest has been going on uptdly within 
tho lost ten jeors. H would bo difficult to de- 
cide whether Illinois or Kentucky is the cen- 
ter of the Shoithora breeding Interest In this 
country. Tho center, wherever it may be, is 
a movable one. Tho Te,\»Ji steer, that is, the 
original longhorocd, half wild animal, Is rap- 
Idly disappearing. Droves of these cattle are 
now rarely seen. They havo been displaced 
by belter ones.
